THE CLOSED SEASONS

FISH WARDEN SAYS THEY
ARE USELENS,

Believes They Should [Be Abol-
ished in Interests of He-
tall Market.

The annual report of Fish Wanden
Van Dusen contalng tha following rec
ommendations with refercrice to  the
closed peascn:

As reguridy the closed seasons on the
coakt streams, there I8 no particular
need of any material change, but there
is an urgent need of having Ashing re-
taricted on all of the short Ccoas
streams having tdewater which m;
be fished fcr alman.

The nabits of tis greater part of the
salmon that frequent these short const
streams are somewhat different from
those of the salmon that fréquent the
inland rivers of the state, in this re-
spect—the salmon  whick succeed in
running the gauntlet of nets on the
lower river do not himmediately ascend
the “iver. but on"Mie contrary slowly
work their way up near the head of the
tidewater und there jle in déep water
unti' the fall rains et in, when they
take another start and go on up Lhe
river to their nalural spawning
grounds, The result ol the fish lying
In the upper portion of tdewater for a
month or pix weeks Is that they be-
come entirely unfit for use and have
barely enough energy left to keep them-
selves alive; but the fishermen, while
fishing in this porticn of Udewater for
the mmarketuble fish which may have
gotten that far up the river and mixed

ith the othars Imbaralty catili s grett mmmw

many of this kind of salmon wholly un.
fit fur food, which they have Lo throw
away. These salmon which are de-
stroyed In this manner are an early
part of the run that should be allowed
the upper part of udewater unmaolested,
and be. priveleged, when the proper
time comes, to ascend the stream to
thelr spawning grounds or to the
batchery.

Now, what is really needed with all
of the short coast streams js the pro-
hibition of all salmon fehing above a
designaied voint, and this point should
be at least four or five miles below the
head of tide.

Coos bay I8 taken care of properly in
this respect and as a resull our season’s
work shows 3,500,000 eggs at thal hatch-
ery, while on the other streams the sal-
mon were all fished away from us.

In the early days of the fisherfes it
seemed to be sssontial (hat the harvest.
ing " of the salmon préduct should be
limited to certaln seaszons; and certain
other seasons -vere cstablished and de-
Nned as cloz:d seascns, during which
tima the parent fish was to be allowed
an opportunity to get by the fisher and
to ascend the streams to thelr natural
